Claims 1-29 and 35-37 are allowed.

Applicants define metal oxide to exclude silicon oxides such as those in molecular 
sieves. Prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a metal oxide alkylation catalyst 
composition comprising a pore former and catalyst reagent wherein the pore former is 
present in an amount between 0.01 and 10 percent by weight based on total weight of 
the catalyst reagent. Prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a method of making 
requires at least one catalyst reagent selected from the group consisting of magnesium 
reagents and iron reagents.
